A Day's Sojourn nt Atlantic Clty
~The Opening of the Excursion
Season and of the New Excure
siom Monse,

From Our Own Corroapondent.

Arraxtie Ciry, N, J., June 31, 1860.

To-day hns witnessed the formal inauguration
of the season of 180 ot this sea-gide resort, by
an éxcursion over the Canwden and Atlantic
Rallrond, under the auspices of the officers of
the company. Those who were luvited to par-
toipate in the oxeurslon assembled at the Vine
pireot ferry at 0 o'clock this morning, to the
number of about one hundred and sixty, the
party comprising ropresentatives of the Phila-
delphis newspapers, prominent rallrond officials,
and gentlemen in other and varled walks of Hfe,
About a quarter past 9 o'clock the train left
Camden, under the mnoagement of Mr. HL
Whitemnn, Secrotary, and Mr. David H, Mun-
dny, General Buperintendent of the rond, and
proceeded through to the sea-slde In about two
hours, the tedium of the journey being relieved
by the performances of the band of Carneross
& Dixey's Opern House, which s to be permn-
nently located ot the new Excursion Honse du-
ring the summer. The engine “Curlow,” which
drew the train, was elaborntely decornted with
flags, this clrcumstances, added to the musie,
tracting considerable attention o all the towns
and hamlots on the route,

Arrived ot the sea-side, o largo number of the
excursionists pansed not until they were In the
embrace of the oconn. The day lins been a mast
delightful one, the heavy raln of lust evening
having served to moderate the temperature Lo o
point within the bounds of endurance, Yet the
water was aswarm ag could Qe desired, aud
when the first chill had been driven from one's
Lones by the breaking waters, this initinl buth
Imparted all the vigor and newneds of life which
8 within its gift. Those who preferred dry lund
to n wrestle with the brenkers are employing
thelr time in strolling abont the town and in-
gpecting the new Excursion House until the
dinner hont, At 8 o'clock we gt down to o
banquet in the dining-room of the new Excur-
slon House, which will rounded offt by
a])(‘t:(‘]'lcﬁ. At or abont 5 o'clock the whaole party
will start on the homeward each and

all well satisfied with the day's disposition, sav-
Ing that, like all other days of analloyed delight,
it must come to an end before man's capaclty

for enjoyment Is fairly exhausted.

The new Excurslon House, In the spacions
hall of which we are soon to dine, supplies a
need whieh has lopg been felt ot this resort.
Atlantic City is 80 near Philadelphia, nnd so ae-
cesgible to its people, that itmust always remain,
as It has always been, exceedingly popular with
that class of our community which can afford to
take only a single day here and there during the
summer for a resort to the sea-slde. Herotofore
there has been one great deawback to thely
thorough enjoyment of such passing eplsodes.
The burning sands of the ocean shore have been
thelr only refuge. During the height of the
geason all the hotels are crowded with perma-
nent guests, leaving bue little chanee for even
those who are willing to intrude upon them.
Now, however, they are possessed of a refuge
of theirown, ample, commodions, and attractive.

The S8ea View Excursion Hounse, asit Is called,
stands close to the beach, at the distance of
about o quarter of a mile below the Surf House,
commanding a fine and unobstructed view of
the ocean, aud receiving the full benefiv of the
grand and invigorating sea breeze, It wns
erected by a company chartered for this espe-
clal purpose by the Leglslature of New Jersoy,
the Camden and Atlauntic Railrond Company,
in its eorporate capacity, owning a large share
of the stock. The building cost abont 50,000,
and every dollar has been well spent, as it Is
certainly one of the largest and neatest institu-
tions of the kind to be found in the country.
The main building has o frontage on the ocean

. of nearly two hundred feet, with a side front
npon the rallroad of almost equal proportions.
It is three stories in helght, and Is surmounted
by a handsome tower, elghteen feetl gquare, im-
mediately over the main entrance, which is

The entire ocean front,
and n portion of the other, Is surrounded by
wide and spacious " verandahs, on the
level of both the first and second floors, afford-
ing ample room for the shelter, in full view of
the ocean, of hundreds of people. Extending
the whole length of the building, from the
main entrance, is o hall fifteen fect in width.
On the right are the reception-reoms and oflices,
and on the left Is the dining-hall and ball-room,
geparated by o screen into two compartmonts,

The entire length is 128 feet, the width 76 feet,
and the height 22 feeb, clear of all the compli-
cated and ornnmental work which supports

the roof. When the partitions are removed,
there is room iur seatimg twelve hundred guests
at table, and five hundred can partake of din-
neér. Hundreds are engaged in the plensures of
the dance. Beyond the dining-hall and ball-
yoom are the restourant, kitchen, and
store-rooms, all of ample slze and
attraotive arrangement,  Below  these  arve
the cellars. and above them the servants' qunr-
gers. - On the second floor are an elegantly fur-
nlshed parlor, 86 fect square, o private dining-
yoom 15 by 40 feet In dimensions, a billiard-
room 40 feet square, and several large chambers,
On the third floor are iifteen fine lirge donble
ghambers, and in the tower above are two
others. Altogether the bullding ls exceedingly
attractive, and will serve (o rendor Atlantic Clty
even more popular ln the future than it has been

In the past. The esumblishment is nuder the
puperintendence of Mr. 8. €. Konigmacher, n
young gentleman who has enjoyed a long and

yarled experience, and Is in every way fully
gualified to contribute to the success of the en-
torprise.
